DECIDUOUS AZALEAS 


They are about the only reliably hardy 
Azaleas for landscape planting in the colder 
areas of U. S. They are natives of America 
and northern Asia. All in our list are 
nursery grown from seeds. Propagation 
from cuttings is quite difficult. 


All our Azalea plants were cut back in the 
Spring, are well grown, heavily rooted with 
multiple canes and are dug with generous 
soil ball pick up at the Nursery. If shipped 
by express the soil will be shaken to reduce 
the weight. The 4 yr. plants are a good 
profitable item to pot for cash and carry 
trade. 


AZALEA ARBORESCENSE 


(Sweet Azalea) 


A handsome plant with particularly attrac- 
tive lustrous foliage that becomes bronze- 
colored in Autumn. The white flowers open 
in June and July and are delightfully helio- 
trope-scented. Extremely hardy and valu- 
able for northern planting.

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AZALEA MOLLIS (Chinese Azalea) 


Very hardy. Blooms before leafing. Foliage 
bright green and attractive, turning to 
gorgeous shades of bronze and red in the 
fall. Flowers are large and borne in great 
profusion, variable colors, Salmon, Orange 
to Red.

Vaseyi is very hardy and well 
adapted to colder parts of the country.
